1 . HOUSE-SENATE CONFEREES AUGUST 7 COMPLETED ACTION ON THE 
FISCAL YEAR 1979 STATE DEPARTMENT AUTHORIZATION BILL. THE 
HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL 
OPERATIONS WILL FILE ITS CONFERENCE REPORT BEFORE THE HOUSE 
RECESS, AUGUST 18. A FINAL FLOOR VOTE IS NOT EXPECTED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNTIL AFTER THE RECESS. THE BILL MAY BE VETOED.
